1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

On line 5 of claim 3, the phrase "near or below 0.57 mg/dl" was changed to -near or 
below 0.60 mg/dl — since Figure 4 in the specification provides proper antecedent basis for the 
value of 0.60 mg/dl or below for the serum total bilirubin concentration in males, but not for the 
value of 0.57 mg/dl. On line 5 of claim 3, the units -mg/dl— were inserted after the value 
"0.40". 

2 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Application serial no. 
10/016,826 is being allowed since none of the prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests a 
method for characterizing the risk of rheumatoid arthritis in an individual which comprises the 
steps of correlating an individual's level of serum total bilirubin to a risk of rheumatoid arthritis, 
wherein an obtained level of serum total bilirubin below the threshold level recited in the instant 
claim indicates that the individual is at an increased risk for rheumatoid arthritis.
